cam p or hunting party may kill s*x 
deer, either six bucks, six does or 
six of the combined sexes. 
The only difficulty the commis­ 
sion ha* found arises from incom ­ 
plete understanding of w hat consti­ 
tutes one hunting cam p for which 
the lim it of *ix deer is imposed This 
difficulty, officials said, appears to 
be caused by failure to understand 
the difference between a tem porary 
camp, w'hich can be considered as 
headquarters for only one gunning 
party, and a hotel or boarding house 
“which is occupied the year round” 
and which may be used as headquar­ 
ters for more th an one party, each 
of which is entitled to the six-deer 
limit. 
Define Hunting Camp* 
“H unters m isinterpreting the defi­ 
nition of a hunting cam p are likely 
to get into tro u t.? lf they do not 
strictly adliere to the regulations 
governing this phase of the game 
law,” the commission warned. 
“It is legal for several hunting 
parties, boarding at the same hotel, 
boarding house, fa r m e r other abode 
which is occupied the year round, to 
hunt as separate parties, each keep. 
ing its own roster. 
Also, each party 
of six or more hunters Is perm itted 
to kill their limit of six deer. 
“A private hunting cam p or aban­
